~ The British Columbian. ; 
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COLONIAL TAXATION, 


The Victoria Colonist has recently contained 
a series of articles upon the subject of colonial 
taxation in general, and British Columbia taxa- 
tion in particular, Believing as we do that this 
colony is burderied with an unnecessarily large 
and costly Civil List, it would be much more, 
consonant to our own feelings to write in favor 
of sweeping measures of retrenchment, althotgh 
we conld not agree with qur contemporary in be- 
lieving, or rather in asserting, for wo cannot 
imagine that he really believes it himself; that 
that. retrenchment is to be found in/a union of 
these colonies, under prescnt cjrcumstances. 
But, however strongly. we .mdy be impressed 
with the necessity fur a material reduction in the 
Civil List, we would not be justified in allowing 
the grossly exaggerated and fallacious calcula- 
tions of our contemporary, respecting the-rate of 
taxation in this colony, to pass unexposed. | We 
are asked to believe that the total revenue-pro- 


' ducing or tax-paying population of British Col- 


umbia is only 6,000, and that that population. is 
taxed tothe tune of $125 a head! Were these, 
figures correct, or anything like it, we frankly 
admit that our case would be a most glaring one, 
and that no language would be too strong to 
employ in exposing and denouncing it But, un- 
fortunately for our contemporary, ‘‘ those friends 
of trath—the naked figures” of which he pratcs 
so much are fearfully against himself. Figures, 
to be fhe “ friends of truth,” must also be true; 
but it will hardly be necessary to say that those 
used by our contemporary are ulterly and oulrage- 
ously false! The population of this colony is, 
as nearly as can be ascertained, as follows : 
Whites, 8,000 ; Chinese, 3,000 ; Indians, 50,- 
000, Iuasmuch as our revenue is raiscd mainly 
from import duties it will at once be scen that 
the last two classes must be taken into account, 
in ascertaining the ratio of taxation per head. 
The only question is as to. what proportion these 
people bear to the whites for revenue purposes, 
After careful investigation and mature consider- 
ation we have atrived at the gonclusion that 3 
Chinamen are equal to one white man, and 10 
Indians ditto. Assuming this (basis to be cor- 
rect we have a revenue-producing population equi- 
valent to 13,000 whites, instead of 6,000, as er- 
ronequsly stated by the Colonist. Our contem- 
porary is scarcely less astray respecting the es- 
timated amount of revenue which can legitimate- 
ly be said to be derived from taxation. The to- 
tal estimated revenue for this yar is £153,615. 
Bat it must be remembered that this includes 
items which cannot fairly be considered as taxa- 
tion for the purposes of the calculation in hand. 
It is true our contemporary. has magnanimously 
excluded tbree items, viz., Land Sales, Land Re- 
venue and Reimbursements, from the calculaion. 
Bat we would ask upon what principle of fair- 
ness has he retained such items as the following : 
Rents, Postage, Fines, Fourfeitures, and Fees of 
Court, Fees of Office, Sales of Government Prop- 
erty, and Miscellanevus Receipts, making, in the 
aggregate, £6,080? « If the Editor of the Col- 
onist should take it into his head to get married, 


‘and, in order to enter upon the enjoyment of that 


felicitous state, he should find it necessary to pay 
twenty-five dollars for a license, and ten more 
for the services of a Magistrate to consummate 
the contract, could he fairly turn round and gay 
‘that these fees came under the head of taxa- 
tion upon the community, as a whole? Or, 


! should he think proper to institute legal proceed- 


ings against Cojpnial Secretary Young, for telling 
him to ‘look into the mirror to see himself an 
ass,” could the fees of Court be properly classed 
as taxation? Or, to give yet another illustra- 
tion, suppose our contemporary, finding that tho 
law did not quite affurd that satisfaction which 
one gentleman is supposed to deniand from an- 
other for making such odious comparisons, should 
deem it-to be his duty to twist the noso of the 
aforesaid offending Colonial Scerefary, and should | 
find it necessary to pay & feo Or fine of fifty dul- 
lars for that privilege, would that fall as taxation 
upon the people 2? Assuredly not. He would be 
presumed, in each of the'cases cited, to have re- 
ceived value; and as well might he account his 
butcher’s bill or his doctor’s bill taxation for the 


_ purposes of the calculation under consideration. | 


Indeed, for the matter of that, Miners’ Licouses, | 


——- 


Mining Receipts, ‘Spirit and Trading Licenses, 
Port and Harbor Dues and Road Tolls, do not 
properly come under the head of general taxa- 
tion, inasmuch as they only apply to those per- 
sons engaged in the particular avocations in re- 
spect of which they are levied. Strictly speak- 
ing, the only item which can be legitimately ac- 
counted as taxation, fur the purpose of caleula- 
ting the rate per hdad upon the entire population 
is that under the head of “Customs,” and 
amounting to £87,110, which, divided amongst 
the population as already estimated, would:make 
a fraction less than $32.50 per head, or within 
$2.50 of what our contemporary thinks it onght 
to be! But, suppose we take his own figures, 
and slump all these fees, fines &c. together, and 
call them taxation, we would hate £151,915— 
equal to a fraction over $56,50 per head to the 
tax-paying population. AVhile we cordially 
agree with our Victoriatontemporary as to the 
necessity of a reduction in the Civil List of this 
colony, which is uxdoubtedly out of proportion 
to the population and the present depressed finan- 
cial circumstgfices of the couytry, we must, at 
the same time, strongly deprecate the reckless 
and disi#gennous means he would use for the 
professed purpose of accomplishing a consumma- 
tion so desirable. We say professed because we 
by no means feel sure that our contemporary is 
not actuated more by a desire to attain his own 
political ends than to lighten our burthens, and 
that he he is not seeking, by gross misrepresen- 
tation, to alienate the people from their Govern- 
ment, and thereby the better prepare them for 
swallowing his Union nostroms, ‘* Honesty,” 
in this as in all else, “is the best policy.” And, 
while we cannot in any measure palliute the gross 
and unstatesmanlike attack made upon our con- 
temporary, by a high Government official of the 
neighboring colony, any more than we can en- 
dorse the ridiculous figures used by that official 
respecting the rate of taxation, yet we quite agree 
with bim in the opinion that such writing as has 
for some time been indulged in, not only by the 
Editor of the Colonist, but by his local contempo- 
raries, as well as by their little Barkerville con- 
frere, is calculated to exert a most pernicious in- 
flitence both at home and abroad, by making the 
peopléunnecessarily dissatisfied, aud by giving 
these colonies such a reputation as must tend to 
‘frighten theNimmigrant aud the capitalist.” 
We quite endorse the following sentence with 
which our contemporary~concludes a recent artic 
cle ; but, unfortanately for the position of ité au- 
thor, we can neither give him treditfor “ hon- 
esty” nor ‘(the courage to speak the truth,” at 
least when he takes to do-“with the affairs of 
British Columbia :—In conclusion, we liaye 
only to remark that if there is any institution in 
Vancouver Istand which tends to keep away the 
immigrant or the capitalists, it is not the honest 
newspaper which has: the courage to speak the 
trath and expose the dangerous rottenness of 
our situation, but rather the Government locusts 
that eat up the sabstance of the country.”

The proper rate I make 
to be, inwards, $43.75c., outwards, $35 ; total, 
$78.75. She was brought in by the Govern- | 
ment Pilot, who receives a stated salary of $500 
a year. The way I calculate the rate is from 
the Pilotage.Proclamation of the 15th Juno, 
1859, in which it states that pilotage shall be 
payable on eyery vessel clearing for or entering 
from parts beyond the sea—if less than 6 feet 
water £5, and for every additional foot, up to 12 
feet, 10 per cent., above 12 feet 15 per cent. per 
foot. I also’find in clause 6 of such proclamation : 
“In the construction of this proclamation and 
the schedule hereto, the expression ‘‘ parts. be- 
yond the sea” shall inclade any ports upon or 
beyond the Gulf cf Georgia, or any of the inlets 
thereof.” 

This makes it quite plain, and it does not sig- 
nify whether the Pilot is taken on board at Vic- 
toria or elsewhere, he cannot charge more than 
the rate, and for this he is paid £100 per year 
as salary.

The following directions are published for generdl 
information : i ; 

The Beacons carried away since last full have, been 
re-constructed, excepting the Squth Sand Head No. 1, 
and the following alterations and additions made.; The 
Light’Ship now building will be placed near'to the 
South Sand Head, being substituted for No. 1 Behcon =: 

The Beacons are formed with clusters of piles, each 
Beacon having a distinguishing feature at the top of 
the piles, and being numbered consecutively from 2 to 
10, irrespective of the Crib on the North Sand Head.» 

No. 2. Beacox, Nonru Sayp Heav—Placed in 1 foot 
at low water, § a cable from the buoy in aN. W. diret- 


tion, showing froma Southerly bearing a black dia-} 


mond: elevated on a pole 16 feet above the top of the 
piles. 7a 

, A } of a cable distant from No. 2 Beacon, farther on 
the Sand, is a loaded crib im an incomplete state at 
present; at high water spring tides it is awash, but at 
low water it looms like the bull of a small vessel, -A 
pole 20 feet long with a black board at the top point- 
ing to the Chanuel is secured to it.

| having a St. Andrew's cross on a pole as abote de- 
scribed in No. 7., ‘As these Beacons, No. 7 and 8, are 
intended as marks for crossing the Bar, they are here- 
efter alluded to as the x Beacons. This Beacon (No, 8) 
is not to be regarded in any way except to lead Vessels 
over the Bar in the deepest;water. For Vessels of 
large draught the x Beacons will be found invaluable, 
as by taking cate to ‘ port'’ sufficiently soon, after 
passing the black top buoy, so as to cross when ip & 
line, they will lead over the Bar, carrying from 19 to 
22 feet at high water Spring Tides.
